Authorities continue to search , 


for the person(s) responsible for 
two separate acts of vandalism 
that occurred either sometime 
late Thursday night, Jan. 6, or 
early Friday morning, Jan, 7, in 
northern Coffee County. 

The most serious act was the 
burning of a timber bridge on 
County Road 365, a dirt road

Group addresses Elba City Council 
Some residents of Beaver Dam Trailer 


Park upset over letter sent by city

The Elba City Council was 
met by aroom full of upset citi- 
zens Monday evening as they 
convened for their first official 
meeting of 2005. 

A group of residents from the 
Beaver Dam Trailer Park were 
present and demanding answers 
and relief. 

Each of these residents had 
received a registered letter from 
the city notifying them that Elba 
had, purchased the land and 
instructing them to mové their 
mobile homes by April Ist, The 
letters were received on 
Christmas Eve by most resi- 
dents, which further upset them. 

Bufus Tillis, who was 
spokesperson for the residents, 
asked “What is going on? We 
are in the dark about this,” 

He noted that no one had dis- 
cussed this with him, nor any of 
the other residents. All they 
knew was what they had read in 
the newspaper around 
Thanksgiving about the city 
planning to purchase the proper- 


ty. 

Mayor James Grimes 
explained that the city had pur- 
chased the land and each of the 
trailer owners had been sent a 
letter, Grimes explained it was a 
safety matter, and the FAA was 
refusing to certify the Elba air- 
port until those mobile homes 
were moved, 

Tillis said, “We all knew the 
airport was there before we 
moved our mobile homes in 
there, Our families can't sue the 
city if something happened to us 
because we knew it was there 


He continued with comments 
that these people here (park res- 
idents) are human and have a 
soul. Those airplanes are metal 
and go to the scrap pile when 
unusable. He voiced an opinion 
that only about a dozen flights a 
week went in and out of the Elba 
airport, hardly enough to justify 
disrupting all these homeown- 
ers. 
Mr. Tillis also suggested the 
city help these mobile home 
owners with the expense of 
moving, a8 most were living 
there because they don’t have 
the income to live in the 80 and 
90 thousand dollar homes, It 
was estimated that the cost of 
moving these mobile homes to

“Much to our dismay and dis- 


_ gust, a vandal set fire to one of 


our bridges last Thursday night 
or early Friday morning,” coun- 
ty engineer Randy Tindell said 
Monday morning, Jan. 10, dur- 
ing the regular bimonthly meet- 
ing of the Coffee County 
Commission. “It's sad when we 
have fighting and insurgency 
across the world and we have 
this type activity in our own 
backyard.” ; 

He said the one-lane, five- 
span timber bridge was 85 feet 
long and 16 feet wide. The road 
is now closed because the 
bridge was completely 
destroyed by the fire. 

Tindell said there are no resi- 
dences on that particular road, 
but it is highly traveled by sur- 
rounding residents. ; 

“The taxpayers of Coffee 
County will have to pay for the 
replacement of this bridge,” he 
said. 

According to Tindell, the esti- 
mated cost of rebuilding the 
bridge will be $40-50,000. He 
said the worst part is that the 
county just recently completed a 
project on the bridge where 
approximately $3,000 was spent 
in replacing rotten timber on the 
bridge. 

Tindell said he thinks an inci-

Commission hears update on County Road 400 project

County engineer Randy 
Tindell told Coffee County 
Commissioners Monday morn- 
ing, Jan. 10, that rain is the vil- 
lain holding up progress on the 
County Road 400 reconstruction 
project. 


Tindell said the contractor for 
this project already has experi- 
enced several problems due to 
rain, and it looks like rain is 
going to continue to wreak 
havoc in the next few weeks. 

He said the base and subbase 
for the road became saturated 
with water at one point, and the

contractor had to wait for it to 
dry out. 

Tindell added that the con- 
tractor took necessary precau- 
tions on Friday to prevent fur- 
ther saturation delays as rain 
was predicted over the weekend. 
He said the contractor stopped 
his work to seal what had 
already been done so the rain 
water would not wipe out that 
progress, | 

However, additional rain will 
cause some delays in moving on 
with the reconstruction. 

"We got about an inch and a 
half of rain over the weekend, 
and that will probably keep the 
contractor out for a week,” 
Tindell said. 

A. second attempt to bid- a 
project to construct a metal 
building at the landfill proved 
unsuccessful Monday morning;

MR. ZIMMERMAN S TELEGRAM 


January 1917 was a little more than two 
weeks old, For nearly two and a half years, the 
horrors of The Great War had been ravaging 
Europe. When it began in August 1914, most 


people expected it would last a matter of 


weeks, or-possibly a few months. Now, many 
in Europe were emotionally numb to the 
ongoing slaughter of young men that contin- 
ued to strip the best and the brightest from 


the participating nations. 


The United States, wary of involving itself in.a 
European war, had scrupulously maintained 
its neutrality, With large German and British 
populations, America hoped the hostilities 
would end before it became necessary for the 
country to publicly choose between the com- 


batants. 


On January 19, British intelligence agents 
intercepted a telegram sent three days earlier 
by the German foreign minister, Arthur 
Zimmerman, to his ambassador in Mexico 


City. In it, he instructed the ambassador to 


contact the Mexican President proposing 
that, should the United States enter the war, 
that Mexico also enter the war under an 


alliance with Germany. Under the alliance, 


Mexico would attack the United States from 


the south in order to regain territory it had 
earlier lost in Texas, New Mexico, and Arizona. 
During the war's early days, American lives 
were lost when German U-bots attacked and

sank the British liner, Lusitania, on May 7, 1915, 
In_that incident 1,201 people, one hundred 


Americans, lost their lives. 


Britain kept the existence of the Zimmerman 


telegram a secret until February 24, when a 
German submarine sank the British passenger 
vessel, the Laconia, during a voyage from New 
York to Liverpool. Among the dead were six 
Americans, The revelation of the telegram to 
the American government, combined with the 
Laconia incident, ensured that the United 
States would no longer stand idly by. 


Great Britain. and her allies represented the 
most democratic governments in Europe, As a 
result, most Americans felt a greater affinity for 
them than for Germany, which was ruled by 
the autocratic Kaiser Wilhelm Il.

For years, I have attempted to 
enlighten those individuals who 
hold biased and ill-based opin- 
ions about the name “Bubba.” 
Most think men named Bubba 
are nothing more than ignorant 
swine who wear caps with the 
names of heavy equipment deal- 
ers on the front, shoot anything 
that moves, listen to music about 
doing bodily harm to hippies 
and put beer on their grits, 

There may be Bubbas who fit 
the above description, but there 
are plenty who don't. 

I once wrote of a man college- 
educated, with no tobacco juice 
stains on his teeth, whose family 
had always referred to him as 
Bubba. “I got that name,” he 
explained, “because my baby 
sister couldn’t say brother. She 
called me Bubba.” 

The man’s problem was that 
he had taken a job with some 
sort of high-tech corporation, 
and his boss insisted he drop the 
name “Bubba” because he 
thought clients wouldn't respect 
a man with such a name. Our 
Bubba refused to use any other 
name, however, and became 
quite successful with his new 
company and wound up with his 
former boss’s job. The former 
boss now refers to his old 
employee as “Mr. Bubba.”

12 easy ways to eat 100 less calories 


per day

It takes an excess of about 
3,500 calories to gain a pound, 
Break that into smaller bites and 
100 extra calories a day can put 
on about 10 pounds a year. The 
good news is losing 10 pounds 
can be as easy as eating 100 
calories less each day for a year, 

Sometimes, we are too hard 
on ourselves when we are trying 
to lose weight. We eat some 
pretty awful tasting foods, forgo 
getting together with friends if 
food is involved, or take the joy 
out of eating through a monoto- 
nous and limited “diet.” While 
people have lost hundreds of 
pounds through some of these 
methods, it is often the same 10 
pounds over and over again! 

One dietary change may be 
all it takes. Here are some sim- 
ple changes, involving just one 
food; each will decrease your 
daily intake by about 100 calo- 
ries: 

1. Modify your milk. Instead 
of drinking two cups of whole 
milk, switch to two cups of 1% 
low fat or skim milk, The nutri- 
ents are comparable. 

2. Modify your mayonnaise, 

Switch from two tablespoons of 
regular mayonnaise to two 
tablespoons of low-fat mayon- 
naise. 
3, Rethink your drink. 
Substitute a 12-ounce can of a 
diet soft drink at 0 calories fora 
similar amount of a regular soft 
drink at 150 calories, Or, drink 
a cold glass of water, perhaps 
with a slice of lemon, 

4, Downsize your drink. If 


you have been drinking a 20- 
ounce container of a regular soft 
drink, switch to a |2-ounce con- 
tainer size. 

5. “Dress,” don’t “Drown” 
your salad, If you have been 
using three or more tablespoons 
of dressing per two cups. of 
salad, try cutting back to 1-1/2 
tablespoons of dressing or less. 
Or try some of the reduced calo- 
rie versions or a low-fat vinegar 
dressing. 

6, Size up your cereal bowl. 
A study reported by the Journal 
of the American College of 
Nutrition found the amount. of 
cereal eaten by adults was 
approximately twice the serving 
size listed on the box. Try eat- 
ing from a smaller bowl to aid in 
portion control. 

7. Watch your bread and 
spread, ‘Limit the amount of 
bread or rolls and spread eaten 
before the main course to one 
serving when dining out, 

8. Count your cookies, A sin- 
gle medium-sized cookie easily 
can have about 100 calories,

Many new rifles 
need a trigger job 


Many. Alabama hunters awoke to find a new rifle under their 
Christmas tree. A quick trip to the firing range to see how the new 
rifle shoots is usually the first order of the day. If your new rifle 
doesn’t seem accurate enough, it may be the trigger’s fault. 

For the casual hunter who only fires his rifle a few times during 
deer season, the trigger pull may seem of little concern, But for 


' those demanding hunters who hunt deer from elevated stands and 


often make shots at several hundred yards, the trigger pull can be 
critical. 

Since around the mid 1980s firearm manufacturers have been 
involved in lawsuits charging they made unsafe products because of 
a “light” trigger pull, In most cases accidents are the result of care- 
less gun handling, not the number of ounces of force it takes to pull 
a trigger in order for the hammer to fall. Large jury awards are the 
primary reason that your new rifle, though of high quality other- 
wise, may have a terrible trigger pull. Heavy trigger pulls make the 
firearm much less-likely to go off accidentally. It also makes one’s 
group of shots scatter all over the target because in some instances 
you almost have to tug on the trigger. 

A trigger’s pull is controlled by the amount of spring pressure and 
sear engagement, which is the contact between the trigger and the 
sear. Heavy spring pressure and sear engagement results in a trig- 
ger that is hard to pull. 

So what do you do if that beautiful new rifle your sweetie gave 
you meets all your expectations except for accuracy? Qff course 
you need to check the obvious, such as is the scope mounted cor- 
rectly, etc. But if your group is still the size of a dinner plate at 100 
yards, your rifle may need a trigger job by a good gunsmith. 

A good gunsmith will completely disassemble the trigger group, 
replace or modify springs and polish the surfaces that are critical to 
a smooth, steady trigger pull. Some rifles come with adjustable tig- 
gers. Some are just what they say, truly adjustable, and some will 
only adjust to the heavy side making the trigger pull even harder. 

Replacing the trigger group is a fairly simple procedure today. 
There are a variety of after market trigger manufacturers who offer 

, quality, truly adjustable triggers for most rifles for less than a hun- 
dred bucks, Timney is one of the leaders in replacement triggers. 
They have a trigger for virtually all bolt-action rifles and may be 
able to with other actions on some rifles. Unless you are a do 
it yourself gunsmith it will pay you to have it installed by a gun- 
smith 


Don't start a domestic earthquake by complaining about that new 
rifle not being accurate. Take it to a good gunsmith and ask him

The search for a missing 
Kinston man ended last week 
when authorities recovered a 
body from a nearby pond. A 
short time later; three arrésts 
were made in conjunction to the 
man’s death, 

Joseph Delane Finkley, age 
39, of Kinston was reported 
missing by family members on 
Jan, 1, 2005. At that point a joint 
investigation between the 


Kinston Police Department, . 


Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department, 12th © Judicial 
Circuit - District . Attorney's 
Office and the Alabama Bureau 
of Investigation began. 

During a press conference 
held last Wednesday, Jan, 12, 
officials said they had recovered 
a body believed to be that of 
Finkley. The body was found 
floating ina pond on the proper- 
ty where Finkley was last seen. 
That pond had already been 
searched twice by divers. 

At the time of the press con- 
ference, officials said they were 
still awaiting positive identifica- 
tion following an autopsy by the 
Alabama Department of 
Forensic Sciences in Mobile, 
Ala, They also hoped the autop- 
sy would determine the actual 
cause of death. 

Early on in the investigation 
of Finkley’s disappearance, offi- 
cials-said-they-believed he could 
be a victim of foul play. During

Kinston, Ala., and Olivia Evie 
Foley, age 23, of Elba, were 
apprehended in the backyard of 
the residence after they tried to 
flee on foot, 

Inside the residence, officers 
found two males, Kenneth 
Michael Queen, age 42, and 
Richard Charles Smith, age 40, 


* both of Elba, They also found 


plenty of evidence of the sus- 
pected drug activity. 

Whitworth said the officers 
recovered approximately 3,000 
Ephedrine pills along with 
numerous items associated with 
the manufacturing of metham- 
phetamine, He said they also 
recovered approximately five 
grams of methamphetamine, one 
ounce of marijuana, two semi- 
automatic rifles and approxi- 
mately $2,500 in U.S. currency.
